However, even though there's no bed space in prison for 
the thousands of absconders evading & resisting capture (many 
with firearms) police continue to sweep the streets en masse-

Report from the Indiana ABC Correspondent

The facility here is called Correctional Industrial Facility or C.I.F I 
PEN Products at Westville Correctional Facility. There are 3 private 
corporations that operate within. These are PEN Products (Prison 
Enterprise Network), Aramark and the "health care" provider. PEN'S 
warehouse is huge and processes fruits, vegetables, meats, juices, milk 
and breads. They operate the statewide prison commissary system. 
They charge hyper inflated prices, equivalent to a convenience store, 
but pay the prison laborers only $.35 / hour to produce the food, 
which they buy at bulk-rate prices. 

At Westville Correctional Facility. PEN produces prison khakis, 
boxers and shirts. They also make hickory furniture and decoy ducks 
(paint them). A private company at Miami Correctional Facility in 
Miami, Co. Indiana, produces wiring harnesses for an RV manufacturer 
in Elkhart, IN. 

Aramark is our food service provider. The menu is a repetitive 
four-week rollover menu. We are starched to death with potatoes and 
pasta with every meal and low-grade small portions of turkey by- 
products. Between the effects of trptophan and the simple carbs and 
the meager calories, energy is a sought after commodity! They feed 
you enough to keep you alive and then you are always hungry so you're 
practically forced to ask your family for money - to buy prisoner- 
produced commissary products from PEN Products. Sounds like a 
conspiracy to me! 



We must now receive all nudity through the corporate media. i v 

Ohio Penal Industries, a subsidiary of ODRC, continues to rake in 
record profits by contracting prisoner sweatshop labor to multi-national 
corporations, making the prison slave system sustainable at the 
expense of robbing free-world Ohioan of otherwise union-scale jobs. 

Here in Toledo, administrators have created an untenable mess with 
visiting policies, permitting only 23 visitors per visiting period. Visitors 
traveling as far as 1 19 miles can be turned away if they are twenty- 
fourth in line for the morning. This has resulted in visitor stampedes 
reminiscent of the carnival-seating fiasco that crushed nine kids to 
death at a Who concert in the 1980's. Our family must wear their track 
shoes to have any chance of seeing us. 

Finally, two white staff members working in the hole punished a 
young Black prisoner named Lavar Butler, when he protested a 
perceived injustice and refused to close the food slot of his cell door. 
They broke his arm.

Respect & Solidarity to the Brothers & Sisters in 
Minimum Security! Things have been hecktic here at HDSP. In 
Mid-November, 15 prisoners jumped 2 pigs, kicking off a 
prison-wide riot. The prison is on lockdown status. 

The Feds are overseeing the mental health / medical 
clinic ICTC) because the prison stonewalled a superior court 
order to improve medical conditions. CTC is literally a 
torture clinic. I've been there for "treatment" and 
witnessed medieval atrocities involving 

1) 5 point leather restraint 2) use of psychoactive drugs 
as a punitive measure 3) neglect 4) death 
5) beatings 6) exposure to extreme cold. 

Litigation never works because Cowboy Prison 
Administrators stonewall court orders! Anarchist Brother 
(Rayford A. White #B05128) is serving a long sentence & has 
asked me if I know any anarchists who will write to him??? 
He's on solitary with me here on D-8, shoot him a kite! 

Lots of prisoners from reception have been loaded onto 
corporate planes & transferred to "GEO Corp" & "Corrections 
Corporation, USA." These corporate prisons have contracts 
for 15,0C0 Calif. Prisoners.

with the ABCN 



A group does not have to call itself "ABC" to be affiliated with the ABC 
Network, nor is there a minimum number of member required to form an ABC 
group. Groups of any size and with any name can affiliate with the ABCN as 
long as they meet the guidelines of the Network: 

• Agree with and abide by the ABCN Mission Statement 

• Have a post office box or other mailing address (Post office boxes 
are better, for the safety and comfort of everyone in your ABC group). 

• Provide members of the ABCN with the contact phone number 
of at least one member of your group (extreme care will be taken 
with contact information, and they will only be used for internal 
communication within the network). 

■ Have at least one member of your group on the ABCN email list. 

• Contribute a group update to each quarterly ABCN Newsletter. 
(Submissions shou!4 be less than 500 words with complete and up- 
to-date contact info and should contain info on what the functions 
of the chapters are and a report on what the group/individual has 
worked on recently.) 

• Commit to sending at least one member of your group to annual 
ABCN meetings. 

■ If an ABC group dissolves or relocates, it is expected to notify the 
Network and involved prisoners and write a statement for the ABCN 
newsletter. 



At the 2006 national gathering, we decided that new groups would be 
considered "provisional," and would not have their address listed in the 
newsletter until they've submitted two consecutive quarterly updates, or 
submitted one update and attended the gathering. Affiliated groups that miss 
two updates, or an update and a gathering, will have the same provisional 
status until they have met these same requirements. Provisional groups be 
offered assistance from a regional mentor ABC. 

Decision-Making 

If a Network decision needs to be made, a proposal should be made on the 
ABCN email list. The proposal should be clearly marked with PROPOSAL in 
the subject line, with a deadline set for two weeks after the proposal is sent. 
If there are no disapprovals or requests for extension by the deadline, the 
proposal is approved. A proposal must clearly explain what support entails.

Bringing in the New Year, Ohio prisoners continue to receive the 
same pay rate for slave labor, averaging about $19 per month. The last 
change in pay was 1983 - a pay cut! Prisoners must use this funding to 
purchade necessities such as soap, toothpaste and co-pay for medical 
care. Food portions have been reduced, so prisoners must purchase 
food from the commissary or go hungry. 

The Department of Retribution and Corruption has changed 
policy and the many vendors are now just one company. Prices have 
risen dramatically. A typewriter with on-line memory used to cost 
$134. Now, an inferior one costs $250, with no memory 

Welcome to the company store. MCI-Worldcom has installed a 
statewide phone system that gouges prisoner families. From Toledo to 
Detroit is a dollar a minute. Calls are limited to "approved"' numbers, 
preventing us from contacting the media or government agencies 
outside the ODRC. 

le photos havt b*»en outlawed on the grounds that pictures of 
naked people constitute a "threat to security/' A multi-billion dollar 
slave system \ . . all the latest technology and psychological warfare 
tactics feels "threatened" by photos of nude butts. Subsequently, even 
married prisoners can no longer possess nude photos of their spouses.
